WITH ENVOYS 0 
WESTERN POWERS 


\Climactic Meeting of Se- 
ries on Berlin and Ger- 
man Problems Appears— 
to Be Under Way. 


MOSCOW, Aug. 23 (UP)—Pre- 
mier Joseph Stalin met with en- 
voys of the United States, Britain 
and France tonight.in what ap- 
peared to be the climactic meeting 
of a series seeking to end the 
East-West cold war in Germany. 

The conference, sixth in a series 
which began late last month, 
opened at the Kremlin at 9 p.m. 
(1 p.m. St. Louis time), and less 
than an hour later speculation 
that Stalin was attending was con- 
firmed by an official announce- 
ment. 

Also present for Russia was 
Soviet Foreign Minister V. M. 
Molotov, who has conducted most 
of the negotiations. United States 
Ambassador Walter Bedell Smith, 
Frank Roberts, special British en- 
voy, and French Ambassador Yves 
Chataigneau represented the West- 
ern powers. 

At issue, as the diplomats be- 
gan what was believed almost cer- 
tain to be the final meeting of 
the series, were these questions: 

1. The Berlin blockade im- 
posed by Russia. The Western 
powers are asking that it be 
lifted immediately. 

2. The future of Germany. 
Russia is believed to have de- 

manded that the Western pow- 
ers quit pushing plans for a 
separate west German state, 
and engage in new four-power 
negotiations regarding the prob- 
lem of Germany. 

3. Possibly even the future 
peace of the world. 

The conference began at the 
same hour as that of Aug. 2 which 
Stalin attended. 

The Western envoys had pre- 
pared for tonight’s conference by 
spending several days in consulta- 
tion and in referring questions 
back to their respective capitals. 

Smith, Roberts and Chataigneau 
conferred again today before pro- 
ceeding to the Kremlin. 

Supporting belief that the final 
stage of negotiations had been 
reached and that some decision 
would be forthcoming after to- 
night’s meeting was the fact that 
Roberts was known to have made 
plans for his return to Britain. 

Smith told foreign correspon- 
dents in a letter that he assumed 
simultaneous statements would 
be issued in Washingon, Moscow, 
London and Paris when the four- 
power talks end. 

“I regret to inform you that 
my instructions are specific and 
that I will not be able to make 
any comment until authorized by 
Washington,” he said.

per capita income increased 9 per 
cent over 1946 on a national basis. 

Included'in the figures are in- 
come in the form of wages; sal- 
aries; net income from unincorp- 
orated businesses including farms, 
dividends, interest, net rents and 
miscellaneous items. 

Much of the increase in the na- 
tional average came from higher 
farm income. The largest per- 
centage increases were in the 
wheat producing states of North 
Dakota, where the increase was 
43 per cent; Kansas, 26 per cent; 
Colorado, 21 per cent, and Mon- 
tana, 20 per cent. South Dakota, 
Mississippi, Texas and New Mex- 
ico also showed substantial in- 
creases over 1946 income. An 
actual decline in farm income in 
Missouri, Iowa, Arkansas, Neb- 
raska and California resulted in a 
lower than average increase when 
compared with the national trend, 
the article said. ade ; 

The nine highest areas in per 
capita income in 1947 were Ne- 
vada, with $1842; New York, $1781; 
North’ Dakota, $1678; Connecticut,

$1624. Mississippi was at the bot- 
tom of the list, with $659, and the 
15 southern states were among 
the last 16 as far as average earn- 
ings were concerned.

Police records show Scott was | 
sentenced to two years in the re- 
formatory at Boonville in 1939 
on a charge of delinquency by 
larceny; three years at Boonville 
in 1941 on a charge of delinquen- 
cy; two years in the intermediate | 
reformatory at Algoa in 1942 on 
a charge of grand larceny, and | 
two years in the State Peniten- 
tiary in 1946 on a charge of lar- 
ceny from the person. He escaped 
from the reformatory in 1942.and 
was recaptured. He scuffled with 
deputy sheriffs in the court of 
Circuit Judge Fred E. Mueller 
after the jury’s verdict was re- 
turned on the conviction in 1946, 
apparently in an effort to escape. 


GREEKS ROUT REBEL FORCE | 
NEAR ALBANIAN FRONTIER | 


ATHENS, Aug. 23 (AP) — The 
Greek army, turning north and 
east from the Grammos mountains, 
today routed guerrillas who were | 
moving toward the Vitsi area with | 
the apparent aim of finding a new 
home for Communist “free Greece.” 
A communique said the rebels en-— 
tered Greece from Albania directly 


The Vitsi area consists of some) 
20 to 25 square miles. It is di- 
rectly north of Lake Kastoria in 
the triangle formed by the junc- 
ture of the Greek, Albanian and 
Yugoslav borders at Lake Presba. 
Kastoria is about 13 miles north- 
east of Nesotirion, northeastern 
anchor of the old Grammos front. 

The Vitsi sector would offer the 
guerrillas supply lines into both 
Albania and Yugoslavia, but the 
terrain is not nearly so rugged as 
the Grammos mountains and thus 
offers fewer natural defenses. 
About 1000 rebels were reported in 
Vitsi last week. The Greeks re- 
ported 1500 heading that way from 
Albania after the retreat from 
Grammos.

That’s easier said than done. 
In the first place, my job is per- 
formed by about 230 commission- 
ers in the service. In the second 
place, I can’t name names. I can’t 
say, “We did this in the Ameri- 
can Telephone & Telegraph case, 
or that in the Western Union 
case, or something else in the 
Bethlehem Shipbuilding case.” We 
want labor and industry to use 
our service freely and willingly. 
Our stock in trade is being the 
middleman in whom both sides 
have complete confidence. Our 
efforts are best when anonymous. 


Wall of Emotions. 

Sometimes relations between a 
management and a labor union 
get to the point where neither 
side will talk things over quietly. 
Collective bargaining breaks down. 
That happened frequently in 1946, 
just after the war ended, when 
strikes reached the highest total 
on record. 


Maybe the management is set | 


in its Ways; maybe the union 
makes demands that management 
feels are ridiculous. There’s a 
bit of name-calling; perhaps the 
conference breaks up. The two 
sides are separated by a situa- 
tion, not issues. And that’s where 
the conciliator comes in. 

We can bring the parties to- 
gether only when they want to 
be brought together. If man- 
agement is determined to show 
a labor union where it gets off 
or a labor union is determined 
on a knockdown, dragout strike, 
we can’t help much. Each side 
has got to learn by experience; 


| each side must get hard feelings 


out of its system. Occasionally 
the hardship of a strike is the 
only way out. 

Fortunately, most cases are not 
like that. Labor leaders want to 
keep their men at work. Man- 
agement wants to keep produc- 
tion rolling or trucks moving and 
so on. When an impasse arises, 
the parties are only too happy to 
have an intermediary step in to 
find a way out of the impasse. 
The big task is when both sides 
appear to be right;. when both 
sides have what seems to be 
sound contentions. Then we have 
to show them that compromise is 
necessary and possible. 

As Others See It. 


Our job is to hear both sides 
of a dispute. Sometimes the mere 
statement of the case helps. The 
labor leader or the manager of a 
plant gets his beef off his chest. 
When I was the Director of In- 
dustrial Relations at U. S. Rubber, 
the Conciliation Service came in 
several times. And I must say

Whittling—Part of the Job. 

A commissioner will sit down 
with the union, then with the 
management to get each side to 
recede from such unrealistic posi- 
tions. Eventually, the demands 
for changes are whittled down 
clause by clause until three or 
four clauses, such as wages, hours, 
vacations, pensions, etc., remain.

FIAT American industrialists are keenly interested in the prob- 
lems of locating their plants with a view to maintaining produc- 
tion if this country should be attacked by air is indicated by 
their response to the recent study of the National Security Re- 


tion of the old adage about not 
putting all of one’s eggs in one 
basket.” 


The board accepts the thesis 
that there is no defense against

“The constantly increasing range 
of aircraft, together with the 
enormous destructive effect of 
atomic weapons, makes it reason- 
able to assume that within the 
foreseeable future no area in the 
United States’ will be immune 
from possible attack because of its 
location alone,” it is stated. “This 
assumption, coupled with the 
knowledge that the destruction or 
immobilization of a nation’s vital 
industry will destroy its capacity 
to defend itself, makes it reason- 
able to assume that highly concen- 
trated areas of vital industry and 
population will be the most attrac- 
tive targets.” 


Areas Likely to Be Vulnerable. 

The assumption is made that 
because of the expense of atomic 
weapons no country is likely to 
be able to afford to use an atomic 
bomb on each city of as few as 
50,000 persons or on a congested 
industrial city of less than five 
square miles. A location less than 
three miles from a potential tar- 
get center of an atomic bomb is 
considered to be vulnerable in the 
light of experience with the bomb 
at Hiroshima and Nagasaki.

OV. DEWEY has told a dele- 

gation of American citizens of 

Italian descent that he thinks 
the former Italian colonies in 
Africa should be returned to Ital- 
ian administration, probably under 
a United Nations  trusteeship. 
There is, probably, something to 
be said for this idea from the 
point of view of Italian sentiment 
and Italian pride, but as a prac- 
tical proposition there are consid- 
— difficulties to be encoun- 
ered. 


In the first place, none of the 
four colonies—Tripolitania, Cyren- 
aica, Eritrea and Italian Somali- 
land—is self-supporting. 

In 1933, for example (about the 
last year of reliable statistics prior 
to the Ethiopian war), the Italian 
taxpayer had to foot the bill for 
40 per cent of the expenditures in 
Eritrea, and more than two-thirds 
of the expenditures in the other 
three colonies. The total bite put 
on the Italian budget to support 
these non-productive colonies was 
in that year about 255,000,000 lire, 
and the lira in those days was 
worth about five cents. 


Colonies Need Reconstruction. 


All these colonies have been 
fought over and they’ suffered 
heavily from the war. They need 
reconstruction today as well as 
normal support. 

Where is impoverished Italy to 
get the money, as she struggles to 
re-establish her own economy at 
home? 

It is all very well for Gov. 
Dewey to say that Italian recovery 
“will be assisted ... if the Italian 
people are now given an ample 
opportunity to take part in the 
development of the resources of 
these African areas,” but the sad 
truth is that these African areas 
have virtually no resources that 
can be devéloped.

Slum Bond Questions 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

The slum clearamce bond issue drive 
for $16,000,000 depends upon votes. Dur- 
ing the past few months I have attended 
several meetings where the proposal was 
presented, usually with a maximum of 
fancy and a minimum of fact. 

After the applause (in no case loud 
or long), the real sentiment crystallized 
in small groups—people sufficiently in- 
terested to remain and talk it over. Judg- 
ing by these people, I would say that at 
the moment the proverbial snowball has 
a better chance than the bond issue. 

The Citizens Committee has a responsi- 
bility for presenting a clear statement 
of fact. At present there is confusion 
worse confounded as to the proposal it- 
self. Its future cost; the relationship 
between the Citizens Committee and the 
St. Louis Housing Authority; the differ- 
ence between slum clearance and sub- 
sidized housing; the type of improve- 
ment which is planned for the razed 
area (boulevards, parked areas, low-rent 
homes, middle- and upper-class apart- 
ments), the temporary displacement of 
present tenants—these and many other 
questions trouble the voter. 

The answers to these questions may be 
clear to a few, but these few can’t pass 
the bond issue. In my opinion no meet- 
ings should be held until a statement of 
basic fact has been prepared with all the 
questions and all the answers. To date 
we have been deluged with shadow-box-. 
ing. 
Those of us who pioneered slum-clear- 
ance and low-rent housing 15 years ago 
still recall the discouraging obstacles 
which, without the support of the press, 
would have meant failure. 

Negation and name-calling will get us 
nowhere. Merely to damn realtors, prop- 
erty owners and objectors will invite de- 
feat. Only good will, hard work and an 
honest, understandable blueprint will 
make the voters say “yes” in November.

Socialism and Communism 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

What is the difference between So- 
eialism and Communism? 

There is no difference. Both terms 
designate a society in which the means 
of production are collectively owned and 
democratically managed by the produc- 
ers. There is, however, a great deal of 
difference between Marxian Socialism 
and the pseudo-Communism advocated 
by the so-called Communist party. The 
former is based on science; the latter ts 
a shameless distortion of Marxism.

Farm Prices Aren’t Too High 
To the Hditor of the Post-Dispatch: 

When the people who are ranting 
about high prices of farm products get 
what they want, they will find they 
have dealt themselves a bad deal. | 

We read that these prices are too 
high; something should be done about 
it. Compared with relative cost of pro- 
duction they are no higher than other 
products. A farmer sows 100 acres of 
wheat. From this he may reap 4000 
bushels of high-grade wheat. Also, he 
may reap 50 tons of stock bedding, if 
he can afford to harvest it; a heavy loss. 
This, through no fault of his or any 
other person, is an unavoidable work of 
nature. From some source this loss of 
part of his living must be made up. 

True, in percentages farm products 
have risen more than most other items 
during the past decade. But that means 
absolutely nothing. If the farmer is to 
be anything more than a mere serf be- 
cause of the varying conduct of nature, 
there must be some years of abnormally 
high earnings intermixed with years of 
equally low earnings. The farmer rarely 
squeals when they are unusually low; 
and the city man should not squeal 
when they are unusually high. Consider 
the average! : 

We often hear comparisons of prices 
of industrial goods and farm products 
of the ’30s and today. Such compari- 
sons are definitely unfair. In the ’30s, 
the only way the Government statisti- 
cians could figure the farmer as coming 
out even was by to allow him 
wages of any kind for his long hours 
of hard work—both himself and his 
family. Try this system on the manu- 
facturer, the professional man, the 
middle man, the laborer, and hear. the 
mighty howl go up. 

Yes, bring prices on farm products 
down; but bring all other prices down, 
penny for penny, with them! Then let 
the laboring man and all others spend 
their time working conscientiously, in- 
stead of Jolling around “on a strike,” and

- Ossified Americanism?

The Anti-Wallace Plot 
“Unless the Missouri Supreme Court reverses 
Secretary of State Nelson, the Progressive party 
presidential ticket will be barred from the bal- 
lot in the general election. 


To put it plainly, this looks like a Vicious . 


Democratic plot to suppress the Wallace party 
and thus to save the Democrats the loss of many 
votes in this state. It has been predicted that 
President Truman will lose the state if Wal- 
lace’s name is on the ballot. : 

In 1924, Senator La Follette received 84,160 
votes in Missouri. If those votes had gone to 
John W. Davis, the Democratic candidate, Mr. 
Coolidge would not have carried Missouri. 

Secretary of State Nelson’s decision to bar 
the Progressive party was announced in one 
brief paragraph, which failed to state his rea- 
sons. It merely sustained the objections to the 
certification made by Bert Koester. 

And who is Bert Koester? He is a small-fry 
Jefferson City Democratic politician who holds 
the office of collector of Cole county. It is dif- 
ficult to see how Mr. Koester can have any in- 
terest in the matter except from a partisan 
political viewpoint. 

This suspicion is strengthened by the fact that 
Mr. Koester’s attorney is the ineffable Pete 
Lauf, who has a long and malodorous record in 
Democratic politics. 

Pete Lauf, in turn, represents no doubt a 
clique of slickers similar to the crowd, of which 
Lauf was a member, that attempted to steal the 
governorship in 1940. 

They know that Wallace represents a threat 
to a Truman victory in Missouri. Therefore, 
the “smart” thing to do is to use the technicali- 
ties of the election laws to keep him off the 
ballot. 

In addition to barring Wallace electors from 
the ballot, Mr. Nelson indicates that candidates 
of the new party for six state offices and for 
three congressional seats will not be certified 
unless the Progressive central committee files 
nominating petitions before Tuesday night. 


The election laws governing the placing of a 


new party on the ballot allow for considerable 
latitude and also for the raising of all sorts of 
technicalities. They are a fine browsing ground 
for Philadelphia lawyers. 

Mr. Nelson has given the statutes a strict con- 
struction. He might just as well have given 
them a broad construction and avoided the con- 
troversy now raging. 3 : 

There is no doubt that the Progressive party 
made every effort to make itself eligible for a 
place on the ballot next November. Its leaders 
have been working. at this for months. 

Progressive candidates did not appear on the 
primary ballot because, as ruled by the Supreme 
Court, there were no contests for the nomina- 
tions. Mr. Nelson now says: “It is unsettled 
legally whether these candidates‘are properly 
the nominees of the Progressive party.” 

If they are not properly the nominees, surely 
it is the Progressive party itself which should 
object, and not a cabal of Democratic politicians. 

The effect of Mr. Nelson’s decision is to mar- 
tyrize the gew party and to give sharp point to 
the following statements of Robert Logsdon, 
its state chairman: 


The arbitrary and wholly unjustified de- 
cision of the Secretary of State attempting 
to rule the Progressive party off the ballot 
is a despotic effort to rob Missourians of 
their American right to a free ballot. 

It does not surprise us that a party ma- 
chine which tried to steal the governorship 
in 1940 should compel the Secretary of State 
to violate the plain provisions of the elec- 
tion statutes. Our founding convention ful- 
ly complied with all provisions of the law. 


We hope the Supreme Court will find it pos- 
sible to decide the mandamus suit in favor of 
the Progressive party so that Wallace electors 
may appear on the ballot. We hope that the 
Progressive party is able to produce petitions 
to place its nominees for state and national of- 
fices on the ballot. 

Needless to say, we are opposed to Henry 
Wallace and his third party, but they and their 
followers have a right to a square deal and 
anything less would be a humiliation to the 
State of Missouri. 

Meanwhile, let the better elements of the 
Democratic party read the riot act to the Jef- 
ferson City cabal. The attempted governorship 
steal turned out to be a party disaster whose 
effects are still being felt by the Democrats. 
This shabby attempt to keep the new party off 
the ticket will prove another boomerang, which 
the Republicans will properly seize as a potent 
campaign issue.

Chieago and St. Louis 

Chicago is ahead ef St. Louis in slum clear- 
ance. 

Chicago, as the Post-Dispateh is showing in a 
series of articles, has Iow-rent public housing 
for 11,274 families and is about to add units 
for 800 more. St. Louis has only 1315 units and 
cannot build an autherized third project because 
of the Missouri Legislature’s unwillingness to 
pass enabling legislation. 

Because Chieago contributes a lion’s share of 
Illinois state revenue, the state is contributing 
$20,000,000 to its slum clearance efforts. St. 
Louis is in a similar position in Missouri, but 
our Legislature has not appropriated a cent. 

A large life insgvanee company offers to build 
apartments for 1400 families in Chicago. Efforts 
to bring such investors to St. Louis have not 
borne fruit so far. 

Chieago voted a $30,000,000 slum elearance 
bond issue last November. St. Louisans will de- 
cide for or ag2inst a $16,000,000 issue this year. 
And there, by all indications, is the key to the 
whole matter. 

Chicagoans’ willingness to tax themselves was 
an inducement te the Legislature to add to the 
fund. It was alse the act which made it possi- 
ble to offer land at a price the insurance com- 
pany can afford to pay. A St. Louis bond issue 
cannot remove the barrier to further public 
housing construction, but sooner or later it will 
be remeved, and voting for the bond issue would 
let our Legislature know that the slum problem 
is serious and the city really means to wage a 
full-scale attack on it. 

“The time has now come,” says Henry Heald, 
president of the ITlineis Institute of Technology 
and chairman of Chicago’s South Side Planning 
Board, “when the eitizens of this great city must 
decide te act or to allow the malignant growth 
of slums to destroy its civic vitality.” The 
statement is equally true for St. Leuis, and the 
fate of the bend issue will tell whether St. Louis 
measures up to the challenge. 
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For an End to Berlm Kidnapings 

The fact that the Russians released Thomas 
P. Headen so promptly suggests that they may 
be aware of what a dangerous game they are 
playing in Berlin. 

Mr. Headen, a former officer in the Army, is 
deputy chief of the information service of our 
Military Government. He was with his wife and 
two small children adjacent to the British-Rus- 
sian sector line when three Russian soldiers 
pushed him into a jeep and drove away, leaving 
his family in tears. But almost immediately 
after releasing the Ameriean official, Russian 
soldiers invaded the American sector and seized 
a German photographer. 

There is omly one course for the United 
States in this situation. ‘This fs to serve im- 
mediate notice on the Russians that invasions 
and kidnapings will net be tolerated any long- 
er. If necessary our military force in Berlin 
should be increased to such a point that our 
sector boundary can be protected against these 
intentional trespasses and seizures. 

The people of Berlin and Germans generally 
are watching us with both eyes. So are people 
over the whole of Europe. They want to see 
how firm we will be in this critical situation. If 
we are weak or vacillating, Europeans will con- 


clude, as many have been disposed to think all 


along, that we will net follow through on our 
commitment in Berlm. That would cost us good 
will, morale and much support which could 
never be regained. 

These violations of American and German 
rights in the western sectors of Berlin are first 
order of business at the meeting of American, 
British and French envoys with Foreign Min- 


ister Molotov in the Mremlin. Unless we get 


these kidnapings stopped, amy other results of 
the conference will look pitifully small to the 
people of Germany and Europe. 
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Twilight of Boss Crump 


The Citizens’ Committee of Memphis, which 
did so much to defeat Boss Crump’s candidates

nessee, has announced its reorganization on a 
permanent basis for the purpose of defeating 
the boss in his home city and county. 

One of the foundations of Crump’s dictator- 
ship has been the.corruptiom of the ballot. An- 
other has been the spoils system in city and 
county government. The Citizens’ Committee 
will strike at the Boss’ power by asking the 
State Legislature to enact: 

1. A civil service system for Memphis and 
surrounding Shelby County. 

2. A “Little Hatch Act” to forbid city and 
county employes from engaging in political 
activity except as private citizens. 

3. A permanent voters’ registration law.

Draftee of 1948 can expect very different treatment from what his 
father and older brother had; the Army is trying “the New Evan- 
gelism of Johnnie Devine,” which emphasizes “brain, not brass” 
and believes that dignity and self-reliance breed better soldiers.

Not long ago, a young lieutenant was ad- 
dressing a group of recruits at Fort Dix, 
N. J. “Gentlemen,” he said, “your officers 
are here to serve you—like a big brother 
or father. They understand that you are 
individuals, with particular individual char- 
acteristics which no other men in the 
world possess.” 

If I hadn’t been forewarned, I wouldn't 
have believed my ears. “Gentlemen”... 
“like a big brother or father.” You didn’t 
hear much of that 
sort of thing during 
World Wars I and II. 

The answer is: a 
new kind of “military 
mind” is running the 
Army show, and the 
lads of 19 to 25 who 
receive their draft 
greetings in the com- 
ing months—and 18- 
year-olds who volun- 
teer—will like it. It 
places the emphasis 
on brain, not brass. 
It puts its store in 
human values, indi- 
vidual dignity, and 
the rights of man, rather than in the pea- 
brain authbritarianism which GIs of World 
War II knew contemptuously as “chicken.” 

Speaking of the changed mood, Army 
leaders often call it “the New Evangelism 
of Johnnie Devine.” It was Maj. Gen. John 
M. Devine who gave the new philosophy 
a trial run at Fort Knox, Ky., and is now 
diffusing it throughout the Army. Johnnie 
Devine was recently promoted to Deputy 
Chief, Army Field Forces. 


What Makes Men Fight 


“Every man in the Army,” says Devine, 
“shares the basic human needs: He needs 
self-respect, he needs the respect of others, 
he needs a chance to get ahead, and he 
needs warmth and affection.” . 

One brass hat, still living in the days of 
Prussian glory, said to Johnnie Devine, 
“There's only one trouble with your little 
plan. These men won't fight!” 

Gen. Devine’s eyes sharpened. “That just 
proves to me that you've never been in a 
battle,” he replied icily. 

Later he said to me, “I’ve seen a lot of 
men fight and a lot run away. I think 
I’ve learned what really makes men fight. 
It’s the self-respect and the individual 
strength you build into them.” 

At Fort Dix, N.J., I went through the draft- 
geared reception rigmarole with a dozen 
new recruits for a preview of what the 
draftee can expect. Each was handed a 
manual called Army Life. On one of the 
opening: pages he could read, “This Army 
has a great respect for your mind... . You, 
too, must respect your own mind. Don’t 
sit back and stop thinking simply because 
you will have food and a place to sleep. 
Ask questions. .. ”

dier knew. Much of the blood and thunder, 
like the famous “infiltration course” in 
which soldiers slithered forward on their 
bellies while live machine-gun fire whizzed 
over their heads, has been eliminated. 


Most veterans will remember a bitter pill 
of their basic training days known as the 
“obstacle course.” I saw trainees doing 
the same things at Fort Dix. But there 
was a big difference. The course wasn’t 
called an “obstacle course.” It was a “con- 
fidence course.” 


Confidence Surmounts the Obstacles 


The trainee wasn’t forced to take any of 
the hurdles he didn’t want to. It was left 
entirely up to him. If he had the “confi- 
dence” he did it. If not, he*could walk 
around it. Result: Every trainee took every 
hurdle, and took great pride in so doing. 

“The Army’s getting smart in its old 
age,” a battalion commander remarked. 
“These kids get a kick out of the course 
now. Man, how they used to cuss it in 
the old days!” 

While the new man is in his fifth or 
sixth week, the classification board at the 
training center will decide whether to ship 
him to an Army unit after his eighth week, 
or to hang onto him a bit longer for spe- 
cialist training or for the Army’s new pride 
and joy, the “leadership course.” 

Just as old-line militarism stressed fol- 
lowers, so the new evangelism stresses lead- 
ers. The leadership training course is un- 
der Brig. Gen. Wayne C. Smith (who dem- 
onstrated his own leadership quotient by 
rising from buck private to general). 


Men chosen for the leadership course get 
kid-glove treatment. They eat in a special 
“leaders’ mess” with handsome drapes on 
the windows and flowers on the tables. 
They have a day-room as elegant as any of- 
ficers’ club. 

“The leadership idea,” says Gen, Smith, 
“is the Army’s answer to the caste sys- 
tem.” 

At Dix there is a conspicuous absence of 
swearing. In fact I heard but one swear 
word while I was there. It was uttered 
by a new private, not by the legendary 
tough sergeant. It was the sergeant who 
said, “Watch your language!” 


Eager Obedience vs. Resentment 


For the old boys in iron pants who prate 
about the Army going soft, Gen. Devine 
likes to haul out the West Point gradua- 
tion address of Gen. Schofield in 1877. He 
likes to read these lines: 

“The discipline which makes the soldier 
of a free country reliable in battle is not 


to be gained by harsh or tyrannical treat- . 


ment ... such treatment is far more like- 
ly to destroy than to make an army. It is 
possible to impart instructions and to give 
commands in such a manner and such a 
tone of voice to inspire in the soldier no 
feeling but an inténse desire to obey, while 
the opposite manner and tone of voice can- 
not fail to excite strong resentment and a 
desire to disobey.” 

“No,” says Johnnie Devine, “the draftees 
won’t be coddled. The regime will be as 
strict as that in any military organization, 
the hours as long, the work as arduous, 
and the fatigue and guard duty as inevit- 
able. ... . 

“But—we're also going to build those 
boys’ characters, give them confidence, in- 
crease their self-respect, and make them

Between Book Ends 
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W hen Loa Was God 

THE SKY AND THE FOREST, by C. 5S. Forester. 

(Little, Brown and Co., Boston. 313 pgs., $2.75.) 

Unbelievable as it may seem to Forester 
fans, there are no fighting frigates, no 
booming broadsides—not even a dash of 
salt spray—in this unusual novel and ven- 
ture into a new field for the master crafts- 
man who created that redoubtable seaman, 
Horatio Hornblower. Instead, the locale is 
the fetid and gloomy rain forest of Central 
Africa. And the principal character is Loa, 
an ignorant and cruel cannibal. 


In his usual clear and rapid style, For- 
ester tells the story of how a touch of 
Western civilization, in the form of mass 
greed and cruelty, affects Loa who ruled 
as a god in his squalid little village of huts 
until Arab raiders in search of slaves strike 
suddenly. The invaders burn, kill and en- 
slave ruthlessly. The kurbash—a whip of 
hippopotamus hide—and the chained yoke 
reduced Loa from superman to sub-human 
in a moment of time. He finds he is, after 
all, only a helpless man. 


Weeks later, Loa is rescued by his first 
wife and his eldest son, who escaped cap- 
ture. Alone in the immensity of the tan- 
gled jungle into which the sun’s rays rarely 
penetrate, they begin the great adventure 
of returning home. Despite pygmies and 
their poisoned arrows, lurking crocodiles 
and coiled snakes, disease and loathsome 
insects, rivers and tangled undergrowth, 
they finally struggle through. 

Immediately Loa has to re-establish him- 
self among his surviving people who had 
seen him humbled. He fights and kills 
Soli who succeeded him as head of the vil- 
lage. Then he sets up his “new deal.” For 
Loa during his period of adversity has 

; i learned how to fish, 
; how to make war, 
how to sail canoes, 
how to hold a people 
in subjugation. He 
was centuries ahead 
of his people now. 

Some may say that 
Forester’s pen boosts 
this decidedly dumb 
Tarzan a little too 
fast. Others will 
say, perhaps right- 
ly, that Forester 
has written an alle- 
gory — civilization 

brings evil, or, per- 
C. S. Forester haps, that Loa in his 
new little kingdom was in as confused a 
state as man in the Atomic Age. 


At an accelerated pace, Forester covers 
the 20-year period in which Loa introduces 
his people to empire. He prepares them to 
meet invasion. And invasion comes in the 
overwhelming form of an improvised river 
gunboat and mercenaries of King Leopold II 
of Belgium led by Capt. Victor Augustus 
Talbot, remittance man, “late of the Green 
Jackets and once the darling of London 
drawing rooms.” 


Talbot, drawn with all Forester’s con- 
sumate skill in characterization, may once 


so 


have been a “darling,” but he accomplishes 


the downfall of Loa dnd his little empire 
with a casual relentlessness that puts him 
in the cruel rotter class. 


Most of the characters are either the 


tools or the victims of old Leopold whose 


bloody exploitation of his Congo colony a 
half century ago puts him in Hitler’s class. 
Nevertheless, “The Sky and the Forest” is 
good reading. Mr. Forester shows his ex- 
traordinary gift for telling a story in di- 
rect and simple prose that is at its best in 
portraying the excitement of lively adven- 
ture. Forester the anthropologist is almost 
as good as Forester the mariner. |

SFT UP IN AMSTERDAM 


Delegates From 42 Nations 
Seek Co-operative Action 
on Global Scale. 


AMSTERDAM, Aug. 23 (UP)— 
Delegates of 150 Christian 
churches from 42 countries met 
today and formally constituted 
the World Council of Churches. 

The Council’s first assembly, 
which opened yesterday and will 
meet until Sept. 4, was called to 
set up a permanent instriment 
for co-operative church action on 
a world-wide basis. ,

Separate Talks. 

At Tel Aviv, an Israeli Foreign 
Office spokesman said Israel is 
prepared to undertake “separate 
peace talks with each of the Arab 
countries.” A previous Israeli bid 
for peace talks, transmitted 
through the United Nations me- 
diator, Count Folke Bernadotte, 
was turned down by the Egyptian 
Government. A source close to 
the seven-nation Arab League said 
the league also had rejected the 
invitation. 

King Abdullah of Trans-Jordan 
declared at that time, however, 
that possibilities of peace between 
the Jews and Arabs should be con- 
sidered. The Israeli Foreign Of- 
fice spokesman said that if sepa- 
rate peace talks take place, Trans- 
Jordan would most likely be the 
first country on the list. 

Foreign Minister Moshe Sher- 
tok told the Zionist Council] that 
Israeli policy still is based on the 
United Nations partition decision. 
He added, however, that this de- 
cision is “no longer capable of 
being carried out in all details.” 

He said the Jews reserve the 
right to suggest several frontier 
corrections.

On the basis of an analysis of 
these and other factors, the board 
says, the industrialist should de- 
cide whether all or part of his fa- 
cilities should be relocated, wheth- 
er no further expansion should be 
attemped in his area or whether 
his plant is relatively safe. 

Removal Must Be Feasible. 

“An appraisal of the relative 
strategic position of your .plant 
installations employing the guide 
rule described may produce seem- 
ingly startling results,” it is as- 
serted. “If removal of part or all 
of your facilities is indicated, it 
is not recommended this be at- 
tempted at once’ Any - solution 
must be economically feasible. The 
important thing is to devote 
study and effort with a view to 
making the earliest possible start 
toward dispersion as the means 
of achieving a reasonable degree 
of plant security.” 

In urging decentralization for 
security, the board points out 
such a movement can be justified 
on other grounds and, in fact, 
actually is taking place. The 
National | Industrial 
Board is quoted as saying there 
is a trend toward locating manu- 
facturing plants in smaller cities 
and towns, particularly those 
with populations between 10,000 
and 100,000. Only one-third of the 
plants built or acquired since 1940 
are in cities of 100,000 or more, it 
was reported, and almost 30 per 
cent are in towns of 10,000 or less. 

Advantages in Smaller Towns. 

The NSRB points out 
such movements of industry give 
rise to new pools of skilled labor, 
attract other industries and en- 
courage new markets. Better 
living and -working conditions 
are held to be possible. It is 
suggested that agencies lending 
money for long-range capital ex- 
penditures will give thought to 
location as a risk factor.

Nearly 4 Billions.

GENEVA, Aug. 23 (AP)-—-Brit- 
ain hag received’ more postwar 
grants and credits from the rest 


of the world than any other coun- 
try, according to United Nations 
statistics published today. 

The figures showed that be- 
tween May 1945, June 1948, govern- 
ment and private financial aid to 
‘Britain totaled an equivalent of 
$6,670,000,000. But in the same 
period, Britain aided other war- 
‘devastated countries with govern- 
ment and private aid totaling an 
equivalent of $2,450,000,000. 

- France received the second high- 
est allocation of all countries, with 
ia total of $3,957,000,000. The next 
jJargest recipients were the British- 
American zone of Germany, with 
31,876,000,000; Italy with $1,859,- 
000,000; Poland, with $1,150,000,000, 
and "The Netherlands, with 
$1,054,000,000. ' 

The figures included all aid 
given by governmental and inter- 
governmental agencies and pri- 
vate corporations. They excluded 
expenditures of certain relief 
agencies such as the International 
Children’s Emergency Fund and 
the International Refugee Organ- 
ization. 

Also excluded were direct pri- 
vate investments and gifts, short- 
term credits and the repayment 
of existing loans. Expenditures of 
the United Nations Relief and Re- 
habilitation Administration were 
shown only by receiving countries. 
Totals of government loans did 
not include contributions’ to 
UNRRA. 

U. S. Led in Giving Help. 


The figures showed that private 
and governmental] aid from the 
United States, totaling $16,160,- 
000,000, comprised nearly 70 per 
cent of all financial assistance 
throughout the world. Britain’s 
contribution was the second larg- 
est, followed by Canada, with 
$1,894,000,000; Argentina, with 
$681,000,000; Sweden, with $521,- 
000,000; and the Soviet Union with 
$478,000,000. The Soviet contribu- 
tion consfsted entirely of a govern- 
ment loan to Poland. 


Of Britain’s contribution to 
world recovery, an equivalent of 
‘$2,300,000,000 was in the form of 
loans by private corporations. 


The highest British contribution 
went to Germany, which received 
$952,000,000. In addition, the Brit- 
ish-American zone probably re- 
ceived a large share of a British 
contribution of $403,000,000 de- 
scribed as “relief supplies fur- 
nished by the authority and not 
allocable by country.” 


From Britain, France received 
$465,000,000, Italy $260,000,000 and 
Burma $122,000,000. British aid in 
substantial amounts also went to 
to Austria, Czechoslovakia, Greece, 
Hungary, the Netherlands and 
Poland. The Soviet Union re- 
ceived direct British aid totaling 
$16,000,000. 

The figures included the first 
monthly allocations under the 
European Recovery Program, but 
they did not give an adequate 
picture of United States financial 
assistance. to the rest of the world, 
as contributions to UNRRA and 
such items as purchases of bonds 
of the International Bank for Re- 
construction and Development 
and subscriptions to the Inter- 
national Monetary Fund were not 
included. = 

A contribution by UNRRA of 
$3,662,000,000 was a prominent 
item whose source was not ana- 
lyzed. It came largely from the 
United States. Indwidual Ameri- 
can contributions went to coun- 

-iries in all five continents. The 
largest single American item was 
the $3,750,000,000 loan to Britain. 

3 Soviet Loan to Poland. 

? Poland’s list was headed by an 
‘UNRRA grant of $479,000;000 and 
the loan from the Soviet Union of 
'$478,000,000. Poland also received 
grants and loans from Denmark, 
Sweden, Britain and the United 
States. 

' The Soviet Union received a 
total of $785,000,000, headed by a 
government loan of $275,000,000 
from Sweden and lend-lease cred- 
its from the United States of 
$242,000,000. 

Receipts of $487,000,000 by Can- 
ada were made up of an Export- 
Import Bank loan of $300,000,000 
and private credits from. the 
United States totaling $187,000,000. 

The Latin-American republics 
received financial assistance from 
the United States totaling $302,- 
000,000, mostly im the form of 
Export-Import Bank loans.

“| SUBMITTED the operetta to the American 
Operetta Contest sponsored by WGN in Chicago 
and it was ong of the four prize winners in the 
contest. The operetta was given a performance 
in Jefferson City and some St. Louisans decided 
to sponsor me on a trip to New York. In New 
York, once again producers liked the music but 
didn’t like the play. 

“Some men I talked to at ASCAP said it would 
be the hardest thing in the world to get some- 
one to write a libretto. It’s very complicated, 
requires a knowledge of stagecraft and acting, 
and they said only about 10 people in America 
could do it. As a last effort I took it to Russell 
Janney’s office with the thought that maybe he 
knew of someone who could work the story over.”

JANNEY KEPT the operetta about a year and 
meantime Menges became discouraged and started 
writing an entirely different operetta, also with a 
St. Louis background. When Janney came to 
St. Louis last winter to lecture on his “The Mira- 
cle of the Bells,” Menges told him to forget 
“Trapper Call” as he had something far better 
in mind. 

But last month when Janney and composer Ru- 
dolf Friml] arrived in St. Louis to see a perform- 
ance of “White Eagle,” another production on 
which they’d collaborated, at the Municipal Opera, 
they looked Menges up to talk over “Trapper 
Call.” 

“Janney invited me to luncheon,” Menges said, 
“and after we'd exchanged pleasantries, he told 
me he and Friml had decided to write one more 
operetta. He said they wanted to buy ‘Trapper 
Call’ with the understanding that the libretto 
would be used but Friml would write a new score, 
and I was‘to share in the royalties. 

“Well, the upshot of the luncheon was that 
Janney, instead of just picking up the luncheon 
check, wrote a check for an advance and I picked 
it up.” ’

Sift three-fourths cup of flour 
with a small pinch of salt.

When the onions 
are done add a half a cup of boil- 
ing water, a few cloves, a pinch 
of parsley, a little thyme, salt 
and pepper and let all simmer.

The Effect of the Up Card on 
Low Discards 


P to now I have confined my 

discussion of the initial low 

discard to that variation of 
gin in which the dealer gives the 
twenty-first card to his opponent. 
When the twenty-first card is 
faced and becomes the up card 
the problems center around that 
card and what is done 'with it. 

If the up card happens to be a 
low one and both players refuse it 
the stage is frequently set for 
the immediate development of a 
low discard pattern. The first 
player is very apt to discard some 
other low card whether his hand 
is good, fair, or bad. With a good 
hand, because he does not want 
to indicate that some high cards 
may be safe for his opponent to 
throw; with a band hand, be- 
cause he feels the low card is 
likely to be safe; and with a fair 
hand for a combination of the two 
reasons. 

The second player is likely to 
follow with a low card of his own 
for the same reason that prompted 
the first player. By this time, the 
low card pattern will be well 
started and additional low cards 
will be discarded whenever a 
player has one to throw. 

When the up card is a high one 
and both players refuse it, it is 
rare indeed that either player 
will choose to throw a low card 
at an early stage. There are 30 
many high cards that fit around 
it thatthe first discard will prob- 
ably be one of them thereupon 
the next several discards will 
group around that card and the up 
card, 

If a high up card is refused and 
one player promptly throws a low 
card it means one of two things. 
Either he has a very good hand 
and is close to out, or else he is 
just a bad gin player. Now before 
five hundred readers sit down to 
illustrate cases where a low card 
should be thrpwn under these cir- 
cumstances by a good gin player 
with a bad hand I will qualify the 
last statement with the. word 
nearly always. 


To use an extra egg white or 
two, whip until very stiff and fold 
into chilled, sweetened applesauce.

WHEN ONE READS such high 
praise and ideals of a religious 
and legal system, one is tempted 
to look for results. What are 
the conditions in countries under 
Islamic law today? 

The structure of society in the 
areas where these theories are 
predominant seems to _ sanction 
many inequalities and great vari- 
ation in their social pattern. 

Mr. Kalenderian’s address 
states: “This law, through its 
eventual development, is adaptable 
to every conceivable exigency.

Arabic is unrivalled as a vehicle 
of ideas.”

How to Treat Composition 
Flooring. 

S a general rule, people are 
A ize to dumb animals, rich 
, relatives and children. On the 
other hand there is a slight tend- 
ency these days not to be so kind 
to our fellow man, linoleum and 
some of the other kinds of floor- 
ing found in the average home. 


Linoleum, rubber tile, asphalt 
tile and other similar kinds of 
flooring will give many years of 
bright and excellent service if 
they are given half a break. The 
first break is not to flood them 
with water. 

The water will get down be- 
tween the seams and soften up the 
cement that holds the flooring to 
the sub-floor. If you must wash 
one of these floors, use as little 
water as possible and dry the sur- 
face after it is clean. Another 
point worth mentioning is not to 
use strong cleanser—use a mild 
neutral soap. 


Grease and oi] will give compo- 


sition flooring a bad time because 
the floorings are soluble in oil. 
Keep oil mops away and don’t use 
an oil wax. If you spill some 
grease on the floor, dump cold 
water over it so it becomes hard 
and then scrape it off. 

By far the best way to keep 
these floorings looking their best 
is to coat them with a water wax. 


This will not damage the material © 


but will give it a protective coat- 
ing that will absorb much of the 
wear and tear and keep the floor- 


ing healthy.

It is 
related to the German “knacken,” 
to break, the Danish “knage,” to 
crack or crash, and the English 
knock.

The earliest significance with 
which “knack” has recorded liter- 
ary usage is that of some petty 
contrivance, whence came its 
meaning of a toy or plaything, 
now perpetuated in “knick-knack.”

And out of the sense of a con- 
trivance, and then, a trick, came 
the connotation of skill in per- 
forming a trick, adroitness—and 
our “slang’ phrase “having a 
knack for something,” or “getting 
the knack of it!”

MACOMB, IIl., Aug. 23. 
HEY would start with little 
T spots about the size of a dime. 
Right before your eyes a spot 
would grow until it was about as 
big as a saucer and the wallpaper 
would turn brown and parched, 
as though someone had turned a 
blow torch on it from the other 
side. Then, without even a pouf, 
the spot would burst into a blue 
flame. Funny thing, too, as soon 
as you put the flame out you 
could lay your hand on the spot 

and it wouldn’t even feel warm. 
Thus do the Charles Willeys and 


‘their neighbors describe the mys- 


terious fires which, for several 
days, kept breaking out,on the 
walls of the Willey home and 
which, ‘after the Willeys had be- 
come frightened and moved out, 
reduced the house to a rubble of 
ashes, 

Close on the heels of the house 
went the Willeys’ barn, which was 
situated across the road. Some ad- 
vanced the idea the barn fire 
might have been caused by a 
spark from the house. But the 
house had been ashes for two 
days before the barn burned. 

Then a milk shed, which the 
Willeys. were using for a tempo- 
rary kitchen, started popping out 
in flames. Newspapers which had 
been tacked to the boards to cover 
cracks began bursting into flame, 
just like the walls of the house 
had done. They tore down the 
newspapers, and nothing more 
happened to the milKshed. 

All was quiet, @hen, for several 
days, except for the pretty steady 
stream of reporters and photog- 
raphers pulling up to the Willey 
gate, and everyone sort of pre- 
sumed that the mysterious fires 
had run their course. Mr. Willey 
was discussing building a new 
house and barn, and the excite- 
ment had just about died down, 
when last Thursday night, the 
second barn burned. The origin of 
this fire, like the others, was 
shrouded in mystery. The neigh- 
bors are looking at one another 
again and wondering what will go 
next. There isn’t anything left but 
the milk shed and a couple of very 
small outbuildings and, of 
course, the big tarpaulin spread 
over some posts, under which the 
family has been living. 

In the meantime investigations 
are under way at the office of 
State Fire Marshal John Crag 
at Springfield. Samples of the wall 
paper have been taken there for 
analysis, but at present writing 
nothing has been found in them 
but wall paper and paste. “I 
doubt,” said Craig, “if the wall 
paper has got anything to do with 
—

By Wednesday they began to hit 
their stride. The family kept 
buckets of water and dippers 
handy in every room. As soon 
as one would pop forth, they’d 
throw a dipper of water on it, 
and it would go out. 

“They never got ahead of us,” 
Willey explained, “they didn’t 
come that fast, but sometimes it 
seemed like we wouldn’t get one 
put out, but anpther’d be popping 
out.” 

Arthur McNeil, the Willeys’ son- 
in-law, went to town and told Fire 
Chief Wilson about it. “To be 
frank with you,” Chief Wilson told 
the writer, “I thought he was 
acrewy.” Wilson wasn’t the only 
one. McNeil, who works in a fac- 
tory in Macomb, told his boss. 
“Well, Frank” his boss said, “I 
don’t want to come right out and 
call you a liar—.” 

“I told him,” McNeil related, 
“that if he’d come out and sit in 
a rocking chair in the living room,

flame. 

By that time everything con- 
nected with the house seemed to 
be in a highly combustible state, 
A neighbor, putting out flames in 
an upstairs room, took a curtain 
from a window and laid on the 
bed. A half hour later he went 
back and the curtain was in ashes. 
But the bed clothes hadn’t caught 
fire. 

So on Thursday, the twelfth, 
the family decided enough was 
enough and moved out of the 
house. “We knew it was bound to 
burn sooner or later,” says Willey, 
with the air of man with no in- 
tention of flying in the face of 
fate. 

They drove stakes into the 
ground on the side lawn, stretched 
the tarpaulin over it, and moved 
the furniture under it. That night 
the neighbors were there again. 
They kept watch all night, but 
nothing happened. So early in the 
morning they went home. 

About 9:30 o’clock-on the morn- 
ing of Friday the thrirteenth, it 
happened. Some of the family was 
in the yard, the menfolks were 
cutting weeds. Smoke § started 
pouring out the upstairs windows. 
“Someone hollered at me,” McNeil 
recalls, “I threw down my scythe 
and ran in the house. It was 
already beyond putting out.” The 
family stood there and watched it 
burn. The 75-year-old timbers went 
quickly, and in no time at al] the 
house was a pile of ashes and 
brick. The family admits that re- 
gret at losing their home was not 
unmixed with relief. The strain 
was beginning to tell. 

The family ‘went on living under 
the tarpaulin and life was as 
routine as life can be under a 
tarpaulin until 6:30 o’clock Sunday 
night. Then the barn went. No 
one was near it, there had been 
no little fires like there had been 
at the house, First thing anyone 
knew, smoke was pouring out of 
it. “Seemed like no time,” Willey 
said, “till. the fire was over the 
whole barn. It was full of wheat 
straw.” There is hardly anything 
to show now where the barn was, 
so completely did it burn.

Since 
these dresses were put away per- 
fectly clean last summer, I did 
not wash them, I pressed them, 
however.

With a cotton dress — even 
though it’s fresh—suds out the 
hem thoroughly after it has been 
opened up. A good plan is to use 
a hand washboard or lay the ma-

Use plenty of mild soap. Rinse 
thoroughly. Press with as hot an 
iron as the fabric will stand 
without scorching—and while the 
material is quite wet.

If the crease persists, 
apply cold starch and iron.

ing and eating in a littJe milkshed 
back of where the house had 
been, Mrs. Willey had moved her 
oil stove out there before fhe 
house went. The shed’s rough 
board walls had large cracks be- 
tween them, and these had been 
covered with newspapers, held by 
tacks. Some time after the barn 
went, the newspapers on the shed 
walls started.acting like the wall- 
paper in the house had acted. 
The Willeys didn’t fool with it. 
They ripped the newspapers off 
the walls. Nothing further hap- 
pened in the milkshed, except that 
a stack of old papers and maga- 
zines suddenly burst into flame. 
They were thrown out, 

By this time theories were buz- 
zing around like flies at a bar- 
becue. The suggestion was made 
that maybe there was something 
in the wallpaper paste. Samples 
of it were sent to the state fire 
marshal for analysis. . Nothing 
could be found in it that could 
have caused the flames. “I papered 
the house myself a year and a 
half ago,” Mrs. Willey said.

UESTIONS were asked about 
() sue things as fly sprays and 

roach powders. They hadn't 
used any ifisect sprays in the 
house, One time, they recalled, 
they had used some around 
the back door. And there was no 
roach powder or paste in the 
house. 

One of the most prevalent 
theories had to do with a seepage 
of gas from the ground. “Some- 
one,” said McNeil, “seemed to 
think that mayive natural gas had 
seeped up from’ the ground, and 
that the heat of the sun would 
ignite it. But if that was the 
case it would seep up on the out- 
side, too. Even more than on the 
inside. And there were no fires 
breaking out on the outside of 
the house.” 

Among other theories were 
spontaneous combustion and even 
radioactivity. Some of the neigh- 
bors had even hinted darkly at 
powers beyond the realm of hu- 
man comprehension. “I’m not 
superstitious,” Mrs. Willey says 
emphatically, “and I don’t put any 
faith in that kind of stuff.” 

“We just don’t have any ideas 
on what caused it,” says Mr. Wil- 
ley as he shakes his head and 
looks at the ashes of his home. 
“We'd be awful giad if we did 
know.” 

By Thursday of last week it 
began to look as though the 
strange series of events had run 
its course when, about 6:30 o’clock 
in the evening, the Willey’s other 
barn went up in flames. It was 
a small barn, situated to the left 
of where the house had been. 
Like the big barn, it seeméd to 
burst inio flames: suddenly, then 
burned rapidly to the ground. 
This’ leaves only the milk shed 
and a couple of small buildings. 
Whether they will survive the 
mysterious force remains to be 
seen, 

The Willeys have 140 acres and 
good crops of.corn, wheat and 
oats. The house was insured for 
only $1000, and the big barn for 
$1400.

West’s double was rather aggres- 
sive, but with a singleton of his 
partner’s ‘suit and control of 
Spades, he felt that there should be 
a fair chance to defeat the con- 
tract, and certainly he did not 
want to hear any more heart bid- 
ding from his partner! 

The singleton heart jack was led 
and correctly overtaken by East 
with the queen. East then laid 
down the heart ace. Declarer, 
sensing that a ruff with any spade 
except an honor would not stand 
up, trumped in with the spade 
jack, and West did not make the 
mistake of over-ruffing with the 
ace—he discarded a diamond. 

South now laid down the trump 
king. West, of course, was anxi- 
ous to take this trick, byt he was 
not sure about what to do after 
taking it—whether he could put 
his partner in with a diamond or 
a club—and therefore, in the hope 
that South might have started 
with an eight-card trump suit, and 
that East would be able to signal 
on the next lead, West played low 
on the spade king. Unfortunately 
for him, this did no good because 
when South then led the spade 
queen, West could no longer af- 
ford to-hold up his ace, and East 
had to follow suit. 

After much agonizing, West 
made the bad guess of a diamond 
return, and that gave South his 
contract.
